Nt*w Orl<*ans, L.*!., .Tanuary 12. — Edward Corrlffan 
won. the Tnlane Stakes with (ioldlc at City Park 
this afternoon. Judge Post liuished second and 
Columbia tiirl was tliird. The race was wortli 
$2,070 to tlie winner. Preference was given Columbia 
Girl in the betting, but Goldie had a host of .sup- 
iM^rters and the bookmakers did not lay up much 
on the race. Mountain rode skilfully and the vic- 
tory was due much to his luwsemanshlp. He re- 
serve<i Goldh* for the first three-<iuarters of a mile 
and, taking advantage of the spread on the turn 
into the stretch, saved ground by skimming the 
rail. Then ridiikg hard for a sixteenth he daslied 
ahead of Judge Post b«*fore J^K-key Hennessy realiztvl 
the danger. Columbia (iirl was poorly rid<len and 
was lucky to finish third. The others fluisluMl In 
a <*lo.se grmi|> witJi Orly going the fastest. Btit for 
interfereiH-e in the early stages Orly would have 
be«*n a more prominent factor.

For disobedience at the 
post in the first race, jockey T. 'I'aylor was sus 
I»ended for six days.
